RUSSIAN TREATY 

Text of the Extradition Clause 
Made Public. 



What is Embraced In the World's 
Political Offenses. 



Washingtoh, April IS.— The text ol 
the extradition treaty which 
signed by Secretary Itayard and Mr. 
De Struve, the Russian minister in 
Washington in 18HT, but which failed 
of ratification by the senate, principally 
because of the strong opposition raised 
to Article S, defining political offenses, 
was published bee* Tuesday morning, 
apparently with a view of eliciting ex- 
pressions of public opinion.

Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Scuth Dakota Suffer. 



One Town in Iowa and Three in 
Kansas Destroyed. 



A Number of Utm boat, Bat Bow Many

Omaiia. Neb.. April li— The town ol 
Akron, la., on the 11m of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St Paul railway, thirty 
mllea north of this city, which haa ■ 
population of about 110,000 persona, wai 
devastated by a cyclone Tuesday after. 

Shortly after a o'clock it commenced 
to grow dark, and in a half hour It was 
neceesary to bare Artificial light At 
8 o'clock the storm struck the place, 
was a regular whirlwind and cai 
from the northeast House* wi 
thrown from their foundations and 
OTerturned and many of them blown 



of the river. The 
ed and bent out of all shape, A large 
elevator was demolished and the debris 
carried across railroad tracks and depos- 
ited on the site of a lumber yard, while 
the lumber yard and buildings were 
carried back and deposited where the 
elevator stood. Cars loaded with stone 
that were standing on the railroad 
tracks were picked up by the wind and 
turned completely over. 

Nearly every building in the town 
was more or leas damaged Chimneys 
were blown down and crashed through 
the roofs, and many roofs blown off and 
carried far from the house*. The dam- 
age In 'the town can not be estimated 
now, as the darkness came on soon af- 
ter the storm waa over, and everything 
is In confusion. The streets were lit- 
tered with bedding and other house- 
hold furniture. Several were killed 
and injured, but it la impossible now 
to obtain definite details. 
. Hiawatha, Kan., April li— Meager 
dUpatches received here late Tuesday 
night from the southern part of Kansas 
state that a cyclone passed over that 
part of the state, and that three towns, 
Willis. Everest and Powhattan, were 
laid In ruins. 

As the communication with those 
points is slow, it la almost Impossible 
to estimate the loaa of life or property. 
It seems almost certain that some lives 
were lost, and it Is feared that but few 
In the village* named escaped Injury. 

Hail broke hundreds of windows, and 
It la feare.l spoiled prospects of a fruit 
crop toil year. Near Robinson the 
fourteen-year-old son of E. P. HoJton, 
a wealthy merchant was atruck by 
lightning and instantly killed 

Lnrcoi.*. Neb, April 11— A tre- 
mendous cyclone struck Nebraska and 
Iowa about 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
doing In some sections great damage. 

Telephone and telegraph wires 
are all down. In the western part 
of the State the rains amountd 
almost to a oloud-burst and sev- 
eral towns had dwellings unroofed. 

Near IVestfield, la., a man and his 
wife, names unknown, were killed. 
The storm crossed the Missouri river 
near that place and swept across Ne- 
braska to Page, 150 miles west of here, 
destn ving much property In its path. 

At Page much damage was done and 
Clara Magers was killed and hur chil- 
dren dangerously injured. The storm 
progressed the distance of 300 miles in 
an hour and forty minutes. Particu- 
lar* from the Intervening 



St I.otm. April 14 — St Louis was 
visited by a terrific cloud-burst at 1 
o'clcca Wednesday inorninjr. which waa 
KM >nied by a wind of nearly the 
prop : m. ins of a tornado. 

The storm opened early in the even- 
ing with heavy rain and hall, much 
damage being caused by the Utter. 

The Delmar avenue line of the Lin- 
doll Railroad Oo. was submerged near 
the Masonic home to the depth of eight 
feet, the trains being stopped for 
hours. 

One motor was burned out by light- 
ning striking the trolly wire. The 
Illinois River and Cherokee wharf- 
boats, and the steamers IX IL Pike and 
City of St. Louts were blown from their 
moorings and drifted down the Missis- 
sippi. Other vessels were damaged to 
quite an extent but none left their 
anchorage. One bouse on Pine 
-afreet, between Seventh and Eighth 
Streets. was badly wrecked, but 
no r< >u Injured. The damage to 
this is estimated at 110, 000. The Com- 
mercial hotel suffered severely, the cor- 
nices and chimneys being blown away, 
a fate that befell many others. The sky- 
light an', western window* of the Glebe- 
Democrat were blown out deluging the 
composing room and stampeding the 
force. The storm has subsided to some 
extent, but lightning la still vividly 
playing and the heavy rain continues 
after nearly eia hours of -uninterrupted 
downfall. 

It la Impossible to accurately estimate 
the damage already done, aa telephonic 
communication Is entirely cut off and 
retarns are extremely meager. So far 
a* can be learned the deluge has been 
attended with no casualties. Wires are 
down in all directions, so that the city 
is practically cut off from the ouUlde 
worjd. 

S a, At this hour reports are com- 
ing in of heavy damage In all parts of 
the elty. The work- house la badly dam- 
aged, and many of the Inmates are be- 
lie', ed to have escaped.
